To 
the candidates there are more important 
questions than this, but to the voters this 
of which T h e T e l e g r a p h now sneaks is 
the most Important. 
On each ticket there 
will be printed the words: 
“ For, ar 
against, Proposed Amendment to Consti­ 
tution.” 
Voters favoring the amendment 
will strike off the word against, and those 
who wish convict labor continued as it is 
will errase the word “ For.” 
By voting 
for the proposed amendment to the con­ 
stitution the votef will declare in favor of 
abolishing, practicnlly speaking, convict 
labor. 
The resolutions passed by the leg­ 
islature would lead a person, who does 
not fully understand the results of the 
different systems of convict labor, to sup­ 
pose that he is voting only against the 
contract plan adopted in this 9tate. 
The 
fact that all others systems of convict la­ 
bor, except the contract plan, have proven 
failures so far as bringing any revenue to 
the state, leaves us to believe that the pro­ 
posed amendment, if carried, will abolish 
all convict labor in our state. 
The pro­ 
posed amendment to the constitution is as 
follows: 
Reso lved , 
That hereafter it shall be un­ 
lawful for the commissioner of any peni­ 
tentiary or other reformatory institution 
in the state of Illinois to let by contract 
to any person or persons or corporations 
the labor of any convict confined in said 
institution. 
The resolution, as T h e T e l e g rap h has 
stated, and as can be seen, will not abso­ 
lutely abolish the working of convicts, 
but it does prohibit the only practical 
mode of working prisoners. 
The scheme 
of abolishing convict labor originated 
with socialists and anarchists and it was 
for the purpose of catering to such fanat­ 
ics that the bill was passed. 
The thieves 
and murderAs in our prisons should be 
kept at work and in that way made to pay 
for their board. 
It is the general impres­ 
sion that the amendment will pass andon 
account of such a danger T h e T e l e g rap h 
deems it important that all voters who 
have enough sense to see the evils of such 
a scheme should be more careful to make 
no mistake in voting. 
We shall have 
more to say on this subject.

All the particulars were set 
forth as soberly and apparently In as good 
faith (19 though we wefts still in the Middle 
Age 9, and as though tie science of physi. 
ology had not emerged from a crude and 
infaatile stale. 
No doubt thousands of people read that 
story without questioning its truth. That 
a nittD should swallow a young snake or a 
snake's egg, and that it should develop 
and live in his stomach, is of course the 
kind of yarn which nobody could accept 
who had the smallest knowledge of phys­ 
iology, because such, knowledge would 
convince them that the alledge fact was

news rapidly spread, and soon thousands as- 
mbled on the lev ee to await the result of tho 
efforts to rescue the imprisoned men. George 
A. Ledderlce, chief engineer in charge of tho 
work, and hto assistant, Ralph Modjeska, 
hastened to the caisson, and at once proceeded 
to direct affairs. 
The pier is a stone structure, sixty feet 
long and twenty-fiv e feet wide. 
Its surface 
to now fiv e feet abov e the water, and its base 
rests on bed-rock sev enty tree feet below the 
riv er surface. 
At 7 o’clock a. m. the first 
day shift went down through the shaft into 
the air lock, and thence to the working cham­ 
ber l*elow, and began the work of cleansing 
and slushing the rock preparaty to filling in 
with concrete. 
At 10 o’clock when they 
started to come to the surface some of them 
re-entered the air lock and found that a small 
stream of water w as trickling to a pipe,show 
ing that water was in the shaft abov e them. 
To open the door would hav e let tons of the 
flood in upon them, so it wax presumed at the 
time, that the men returned to the chamber 
immediately below tho rock, whore they 
would be safe so long as they could stand the 
pressure of the air, which is absolutely nec 
essary too keep the water from forcing its 
way from tho riv er beneath the caisson, anil 
so long as the water from abov o could 
prev ented from forcing the air-chamber. 
Engineer Ledderlee ran an engine 1 
pumps attached to the pier, and set it to 
work pumping the water from the shaft. 
After working an hour it was found that the 
engine was inadequate to exhaust the water 
in time to sav e the men’s liv es, as the men 
are not allowed to work ov er throe hours, 
any time beyond that being deemed danger­ 
ous. 
A bucket brigade was then organized 
among the bridge employes, who with ropes 
and buckets slowly baled the water out of 
the » haft. This was slow' and tedious work, 
and when the men liad been imprisoned ov er 
three hours in the caisson nearly ev erybody 
gav e up hope of ev er rescuing them. Finally, 
at.about 3 o’clock, the water was exhausted, 
and the men w-ere rescued in an exhausted 
condition.

Rev. Phillips Brooks opposed the resolution 
and the amendments, and Rev. Dr. Gibson 
said the title pago of tho pray er-book was a 
mere bookseller’s announcement that the 
book itself was ratified by the Protestant 
Episcopal church in America.

I was looking over them the other day 
When it struck me that they were rapidly In­ 
coming reminders of a lost condition of 
things, and that by the next generation or so 
the class to which their heroes inlong will 
have quite ceased to exist.

been through a great manufacturing estab­ 
lishment where steam and iron replace flesh 
and blood as far as they may tie replaced by 
things that cannot think. There were ma­ 
chines for making one part of a shoe and 
another, machines for putting the parts to­ 
gether, and machines for finishing them. 
About all the men had to do was to feed the 
mmr» hlrnui with leather, thread, steel wire and 
wood, all of which they gulped down, chewed 
up and spot out ready for use. 
And so con­ 
tagions is ex ample that the men therm Ives 
worked quite os automatically os the mech­ 
anisms they served, and were os stolid and 
expression lees. The only notable different» , 
it seemed to me, was that the machines were 
bright and clean and well fed and their slaves 
were not 
BUT WOBfUB FOR THE MEN. 
The owner of the establishment, himself a 
workman who r ig » I * checks with a bond 
calloused bey ond the art of the manicure to 
soften, mid r ia lsi a stoop from y ears of devo­ 
tion to fliiilopffinne and the strap, had a great 
deal to say about his trade. He was proud 
of its progress, but sorry , too. The mechani­ 
cal improv ements in it were better for the 
pubUo, he said, but worse for the men. 
A 
real shoemaker was now as hard to find as a 
purse of gold. 
A few lingered here and 
there, working in their own little shop» , but 
did it under every disadvantage, for they had 
to compete with an enemy that neither ate 
nor paid rent Tho craft of Crispin—the 
craft which tuneful Hans » Sachs rnnilo one of 
honor—had become mere day ’s lalxjr. 
Men 
no longer make shoe« , but helped their ma­ 
chines to make parts of shoe« . 
The shoe­ 
makers* upprenth-e, that merry , impudent 
rogue whom the wits ami farceurs of the past 
made famous, has ceased to exist. 
lie is now 
simply a dirty little errand l*>y , who learns 
about the shops nothing except to Is a man 
ir» vanity and vice- l>eforo he has ceased to he 
a child. 
And what iu true of shmmaking is true of 
nine out of ten other trades. 
The jx rteetion 
of machinery has rendered the study of a 
trade unnecessary . 
The wise men who in­ 
vent these labor-saving rontri vanees do all 
the thinking tho workman once had to do, 
and while their ingenuity is u l» enefit to tho 
many , it is a definite injury to the few. 
The 
trade which Hogarth’s apprentice« were put 
to was not it is true, a mechanical on» *. 
They were indentured to a mercer. 
But t he 
sy stem which is neariy dead in the workshops 
is quite ext inct in the shops d< voted 
to the re­ 
tail trades. 
The arm y that battles for bread 
is too numerous to render it difficult for an 
employ er to pick such services as lie wishes, 
and he no longer assume« the responsibility 
of hiring it with 1**1 and board for a term of 
y ears.— Alfm l Trurnble in New York News. 
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IX THE HOLY CITY. 


CHAT WITH AN OLD MISSIONARY 
WHO SERVED IN JERUSALEM. 


Palestine Now • Very Insignificant Prov­ 
ince of a Tory Insignificant Empire. 
Jerusalem Somewhat Modernized—No 
Hanufactures, no Agriculture. 


Mr. Thomson is on© of th© oldest Ameri­ 
can missionaries to the Holy Land now liv­ 
ing. having gon« to Jerusalem in 18 34 for the 
American Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions. 
The gentleman is of large and well 
proportional figure, ami considering his ad­ 
vanced ago ha is remarkably well preserved, 
physically as well as mentally. 
“ Yes, I am pretty well acquainted with Je­ 
rusalem,” said Mr. Thomson, “ and with the 
whole of Palestine, which, while it was one» 
the center of civilization and progress, is now 
a very insignificant province of a very insig­ 
nificant empire. ” 
“ How large a city was Jerusalem when you 
first went there« '” 
“I went to that city first fifty-two years 
ago, and then there was hardly a house out­ 
side of the city walls, while the city gates 
were closed each evening and no person could 
get out or in until morning. 
I think it con­ 
tained about 15,000 inhabitants.” 
“ Of course, the city has no growth, ex cept 
in age? ” 
“ Yes, it has a moderate growth. 
I pre­ 
sume the city now counts 30,000 inhabitants, 
and all the old restrictions about the city’s 
walls ami the closing of the city gates are 
removed.” 
“ What is there to attract new settlers, and 
who are they? ” 
“ They are mostly Jews, and most of those 
who como are old people who seek the city of 
their fathers, to die and be buried there. Now 
thero are a great many houses, and some of 
them fine modern dwellings, on the west side 
of the city outside of the old walls. The 
houses are pretty, architecturally, and they 
are in most instances well furnished. 
When 
they die they are buried there, and the whole 
side of Mount Olivet is fairly paved with the 
graves of buried Jews,” 
“ Paved* 
“ Yes. 
You know the Hebrews do not mark 
the graves of their dead with monuments and 
upright headstones as w# do. 
They place a 
small slab or stone, appropriately carved, flat­ 
wise upon the graves. That's why I say the 
side of Mount Olivet is paved.” 
TI1E CITY SOMEWHAT MODERNIZED. 
“ Is the city itself at all modernized ?” 
“ Yes, considerably. Inside the walls, or in 
the old city, not many changes have been 
made in the buildings, but the streets are kept 
cleaner, the native inhabitants aro more 
cleanly and hospitable and show more enter­ 
prise. 
Why, just think of it, the streets of 
Jerusalem are lighted at night time by oil 
from the Pennsylvania oil wells. There are 
two or three hotels there kept by Germans, 
and as I tell you, outside the waUs the new 
residence« of Hebrews wlio have located there 
make the landscape dook quite modern and 
pleasing. Then there are Russian and Arme­ 
nian convents there—not one building, but 
splendid systems of buildings well worth vis­ 
iting.” 
“ How about the roadways in that vicinity ?” 
“ They are poor enough now, but they are 
superb compared with the roads when I first 
went there. Tho country is very mountain­ 
ous, and it is under the rule of the Turkish 
government. That tells the whole story, for 
Turkey was bom to retard all progress and 
kijl all prosperity. Whon I went there it was 
a difficu lt matter to reach Jerusalem on mule 
or donkey back, or even on foot. Now thero 
is a sort of carriage road from 
Jaffa to Jeru­ 
salem—about forty miles— ov er 
w hich 
a 
sm all v ehicle, a kind of stago or omnibus, 
carries v isitors.” 
“How do all the tou rists an d pilgrim s get 
to the H oly City ?” 
“Most of tho pilgrim s como in the sprin g 
of tifo y ear, cither on foot or on m u les an d 
don key s. 
Tho Eu ropean an d A m erican v is­ 
itors gen erally get there by w ay of Ja ffa an d 
the carriage road I speak of. 
B u t th a t class 
is on ly a drop in th e bu cket. 
The crow d 
comes in tho -sprin g of the y ear, as I say , 
an d they come chiefly from Ru ssia an d Eu - 
ropean Tu rkey . 
They como by the h u n ­ 
dreds 
” 
“H ow are they accom m odated in the tw o 
or three sm all hotels?” 
“Tho pilgrim s are accom m odated in the 
con v en ts, an d brin g ten ts with them an d 
cam p ou t in the oliv e orchards rou iidaliou t. 
T hat's w hy they come when they do, for a t 
♦hat season of the y ear it is sim ply delightfu l 
ill the open air. day or n ig h t,” 
NO MANUFACTURES, NO AGRICULTURE. 
“Is there an y thin g to m ake Jeru salem a 
very large city? ” 
“ Nothing, ex cept as a point of moral unique 
historical interest. 
It has no manufactures, 
ex cept the manufacture of relics from wood 
from tho Mount of Olives and mother of 
pearl taken from the Red sea. These are 
made quite ex tensively, and they are very 
readily sold at good prices to Russian pil­ 
grims.” 
“ There is no agriculture? ” 
“ Nothing to sj>eak of, though there might 
be, as. the country is a limestone country 


Af Hebron theré fs a glow manufartory 
where they make finger rings and-ether nnir.* 
meats of glass. There is some little traffic !:• 
■wool and ulives, but outside of these thíay 
the product* of the country arc w it « rat'3 
The harvest is the coming of the pilgrim* 
each spring.” 
“ Tho fees for pointing out objects of i i- 
tcre^f to visitors must amount to eon*id« *r- 
abla” 
“ Not so very much, but enough to help tho 
natives to live.” 
“ I suppose they authenticate all the point* 
of interest, relies, etc. ?” 
•Well, geographical points like the M ou n t 
of O liv es, Bethlehem, Bethany, Hebron, etc., 
are established as to authenticity, bey on d 
qu estion . 
There can lie no dou bt th a t the 
pi v a t mosqu e of Omar is built on 
the sito of 
Solomon's temple, near Nablut. 
But when 
in one of tho convents at Bethlehem they point 
to a star in tho floor and say that our 
Saviour was bom on that spot—well, I think 
there Is room for doubt and at the same time 
I con clu de that it isn't necessary to worry my 
mind over it. 
They show you the sepulcher 
where C hrist was buried. You are somewhat 
impressed with the idea that the location has 
1 leen made to suit a structure of different 
styl*» and more recent date than that on 
which the burial occurred. 
However, in the 
atmosphere of that locality one does not feel 
like studying as to the ex actness of little de­ 
tails like that, 7 be authenticity of the place 
as a whole is tu» piestioned, and that is of 
itself most satisfy mg.—Detroit Free l ’ress.

Complain t« are made from v trtou i sec* 
lion s of a ban d of bakin g powder tramps 
whose tricks u pon u n su spectin g hou se­ 
keepers seem to partake v ery mu ch of 
the n atu re of con fiden ce operation s. The 
ban d is composed of women , althou gh 
employ ed an d directed by an agen t of the 
other sex , an d their methods of proced 
u re, as ex plain ed by sev eral ladies who 
hav e been v ictimized, is as follows: Ob* 
tain g access to the kitchen , they in tro­ 
du ce the su bject of bakin g powders, in ­ 
qu irin g the kin d u sed in t£ e family . Be 
in g shown the can , perhaps a fresh, fu ll 
on e, they v olu n teer to ‘'test” it to ascer­ 
tain its qu alities. 
Their “ u s t” con sists 
in placin g the can on a hot stov e or ov er 
a lamp or gas jet, or in mix in g the bak­ 
in g powder with warer, hot an d cold. If 
the bakin g powder is good for an y thin g 
the beat will, of cou rse, ex pel the gas, 
which, bein g ammon ial or carbon ic, is 
apparen t to the sen se of smell. 
The 
claim is then made that this odor iodi 
cates somethin g detrimen tal, althou gh, 
as a matter of fact, a bakin g powder that 
wou ld giv e off n o gas « hen su bjected to 
heat wou ld be withou t leav en in g powder 
an d v alu eless, They will also mix the 
bakin g powder giv en them with water. 
If pu re it efferv esces qu ickly . 
The bak­ 
in g powder they peddle bein g similarly 
mix ed foams u p slowly like y east, stan d­ 
in g, perhaps, ov er the top of the glass. 
This they claim is ev iden ce of su periori­ 
ty , whereas it is the ex hibition of a trick 
oln y , their bakin g powder hav in g been 
specially prej ared to make this test by 
the addition of 11« u r, gu m or albu men . It 
is su re ev iden ce of adu lteration . 
Of 
cou rse the object of these frau du len t 
tricks is to destroy con fiden ce in all other 
kin ds of bakin g powder, an d to sell the 
particu lar braMd for which the women 
are trav elin g. 
Were this the whole of the operation , 
hou sekeepers wou ld n ot often be deceiv ­ 
ed. 
Ev ery in telligen t person kn ows th a 
bakin g powder is n ot mftde to be u sed in 
tliis way , bu t in cookin g where its action 
is en tirely differen t from that produ ced 
by dry heat or mix tu re with water alon e. 
The chief object of this ju cglery is to de­ 
stroy the bakin g powder giv en for test­ 
in g; or by heatin g it to driv e off its lea 
v en iDg gases, an d so weaken it that 
when u sed it will fail to work. 
At the 
n ex t bakin g there is a heav y food, of 
cou rse, an d the “ tramp” probably gets 
the credit of hav in g told the hou sekeeper 
a v alu able fact, in stead of hav in g spoiled 
her bakin cpowder, as was actu ally the 
<» se. 
The av erage “ tramp” will, in this 
way , destroy from fifty ” to sev en ty -fiv e 
pou n ds of bakin g powder a day . 
A secon d method of spoilin g for u se 
the bakin g powder in a kitchen where 
they are n ot permitted to ex perimen t 
with it, is by dex terou sly throwin g in the 
can a small [qu an tity of salt, soda or 
powdered lime. 
Again , shou ld thei« 
chan ce to be n o pakin g powder in the 
hou se, the operators will produ ce, of the 
kin d u sed by the family , a sample that 
has been pu rposely adu lterated or “doc­ 
tored“ to make su ch an ex hibit as they 
desire u n der the so-called test. 
The ou ly way to protect ou r food from 
bein g con tamin ated by tru mps of this 
kin d is tu rn all person s who wish or at­ 
tempt to tamper with it u n ceremon iou sly 
from the door, an d to u se those articles, 
on ly , which ex perien ce has prov ed satis­ 
factory , or the official tests hav e estab­ 
lished as pu re an d wholesome.
